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Keenleyside States 
- Hope For Peace 
Lies In Sanity 


The only real hope for pence 
lies in the possibility that at the 
last minute, before the ultimate 
catastrophe, we may frighten 

urselves into sanity, Dr. H. L. 
Keenleyside, Director-General of 
the United Nations Technical As- 
sistance Administration, told a 
Union audience last night. 

Peace Insecure 

Speaking at the first lecture of 
a series on “International Welfare 
and the Democratic Process” spon- 
sored by the School of Social Work, 
Dr. Keenleyside emphasized, how- 
ever, that no peace can be deemed 
secure so long as over half the pop- 
ulation of the world is ignorant, 

i diseased, hungry and oppressed. 

He called for “a few years of 
international peace” during which 
a “frontal attack” could be made 





Dr. H, L. Keenleyside 
on the inequalities and injustices 
that are everywhere so apparent. 

“Imagine what could be achieved 
in human welfare by even ten 
years during which the energy, 
skill and money that are now be- 
ing used for military purposes 
were devoted to decent and con- 
structive ends. And as present suf- 
fering was gradually erased by 
such a programme, peace itself 
wonld become more secure.” 

Hope For Peace 

Hope for this initial peace, he 
said, Jay in persuading people 
everywhere of the facts of modern 
warfare, the horrors of the pros- 
pects posibly at last ending war. 
“Fear of war has not been a deter- 
rent in the past, but never has 
there been such reason to fear.” 

He outlined the UN technical as- 
sistance programs as one way in 
which an effort is being made to 
carry out a sharing of knowledge 
and of skills among all the peoples 
of the world. He called it “an at- 
tempt modest in scale, but signifi- 
cant in quality and character.” 

Economic deevlopment, Dr, Keen-

On 
this issue he sided with Mr. Stew- 
art in stating that Canada should 
make more commitments towards 
Asia. Second is the UN of which 
we are members by choice; but we 
must not overestimate its power 
in maintaining political security, 
for this we have NATO, our third 
association. Finally there is the 
US, which is not of choice, but one 
of necessity. “Our foreign policy 
should be to cooperate with each 
of these groups as far as our opin- 
tons agree,” he concluded.

A COMPROMISE — OR WAR 


“Last fortnight,” according to TIME Maga- 
zine, “United States prestige among free Asian 
peoples plummeted when President Eisenhower 
endorsed the idea of U.N. cease-fire talks.” 

Had the Communist government of China ac- 
cepted the idea, TIME warns us, there might 
have been “wide international backing” for giving 
Red China a seat in the United Nations. Even 
worse, Formosa might have been “neutralized.” 
But, they assure us, there was never any cause 
for alarm. United States support for cease-fire 
talks was only “a major U.S. gamble that Red 
China would turn down the U.N. invitation to 
discuss cease-fire.” 

We refuse to believe that American prestige 

“plummeted” in Asia or anywhere else when the 
President expressed a sincere desire for peaceful 
settlement of the thorny Formosa question, and, 
unlike TIME, we belivee that the President was 
sincere, Nor do we agree with TIME that admis- 
sion of Red China to the United Nations and 
neutralization of Formosa are developments to 
be avoided at all costs. 
. . Unless war breaks out, we think that recog- 
nition of Red China by the West and her ad- 
mission into the United Nations will take place 
sooner or later. If, when this comes, it comes 
as a major diplomatic defeat for the United 
States, she will have only her own intransigence 
to blame. 

Each. time the State Department replies “No! 
No! Never!" to the question of recognition, com-

promise is made more difficult. Each time the 
spokesmen for the China Lobby are left unchal- 
lenged in their identification of lack of support 
for Chaing Kai-shek with treason, it becomes less 
easy for the United States to adapt her policy 
to changing circumstances. 

But there is now no question of recognizing 
the Communist government of China. The prob- 
lem requiring immediate solution is that of For- 
mosa. 

We applaud President Eisenhower's clear 
statement of United States policy with regard to 
the defence of Formosa itself. It is well that the 
Communists should know beforehand the conse- 
quences of any Formosan adventure on their part, 
and not go forward, as they did in Korea, unaware 
that they would be opposed. 

But this declaration has not made a Formosan 
war either necessary or desirable, There is still 
room for peaceful settlement, and it is for this 
that the nations of the world have been striving 
in the past fortnight. And peaceful settlement 
can only be won, we think, if Formosa is neutral- 
ized, for China can no more tolerate an actively 
aggressive Formosa off her coast than Canada 
could permit Newfoundland to launch Communist 
invasions without hindrance. 

The neutralization of Formosa would be a 
compromise, but we think it preferable to war. 
The attitude endorsed by TIME admits of no 
compromise — not even with reality.

It must prepare a thorough blue- 
print for such a union with accu- 
rate estimates of costs — costs of 
administration and of every pro- 
posed project. It must introduce 
liaisons with all the national stu- 
dent organizations which are now 
independent. It must refuse to ac- 





stead of the practical union which 
it supports. 


Concrete Offer 


With concrete plans and esti- 
mates in hand the supporters of a 
national union would have some- 
thing definite to offer students. By 
attending NFCUS Conferences as 
observers; by writing directly to 
local student councils; by cam- 
paigning through The Daily and 
the CUP; by personal contacts 


| made through WUSC Conferences 
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from all colleges. 

Clearly the second step, after 
planning, must be to enlist the sup- 
port of the Quebec universities. Of 
these, only Laval, Bishop’s and Sir 
George Williams remain in 
NFCUS. Loyola, Macdonald and 
Montreal must be enlisted also. 

The third step must be to enlist 
the support of the larger univer- 
sities — Toronto, UBC, Manitoba, 
etc. — for these represent the ma- 
jor sources of NFCUS revenue. 
Then if NFCUS still remains blind 
to the source of its weaknesses and 
incapable of overcoming them, it 
must be confronted with the full 
details and power of the reform 
movement, 


The Future Of NFCUS 


During the last five years 
NFCUS members have been offer- 
ed concrete plans for reform on 
the basis of a one-dollar fee (by 
the U. of Montreal) and on the 
bases of twenty and fifty-cent fees 
by McGill. These plans were not 
even given responsible and intel- 
ligent consideration. Therefore, 
McGill’s withdrawal at this time 
must be understood as a vote of 
non-confidence in the NFCUS Con- 
stitution, the NFCUS pattern of 
conference organization and the 
NFCUS pattern of ideals without 
concrete and significant plans. 


There seemed no likelihood of 
our achieving the kind of national 
organization of which we could be 
proud through the chaos of vested 
interests and muddled thinking in 
in NFCUS at present. Therefore, 
our three thousand dollars in 
NFCUS fees would seem to be 
better spent elsewhere, while re- 
form is tried from without.
